John W illiam Patterson was born 
in Trigg county, K y., November 18, 
1874, licensed to practice law in his 
native state, removed to Texas and 
located in Decatur in Jaly 1874 to en­ 
gage in the practice of his profession; 
elected as the first county judge of 
W ise county in 1870 under the pre­ 
sent constitution; from 1878 to 1882 
served as county attorney, and in 1882 
was elected a member of the legisla­ 
ture; in 1888 was elected judge of the 
43d judicial district, com ing Wise, 
Jack and Parker counties, which of­ 
fice he held for 24 consecutive years, 
voluntarily retiring in 1912 on ac 
count of failing health. 
He was hon­ 
ored bv the people in many high of­ 
fices and honored the people by be­ 
ing faithful to every trust in him im­ 
posed. 
His life was without blot or 
stain upon his moral or official char­ 
acter. 
He bore the enviable reputa­ 
tion of a just jurist among the legal 
fraternity; his integrity and honesty 
of purpose was 
never questioned. 
His decisions were 
tempered with 
mercy, without fear of criticism or 
hope of praise. 
In early life he pro­ 
fessed christianity 
and joined the 
Baptist church. 
Before his depar­ 
ture 
before a 
Supreme Judge of 
Judges he said, “ All is well with my 
soul” and entered into the sanctuary 
of the Holy of Holies. 
J. W. Patterson was made an En­ 
tered Apprentice Mason in Decatur 
Lodge on Sept 8, 1867, passed to the 
degree of a Fellow Craft Nov. 14, 
1877, and raised to the sublime degree 
of a Master Mason Dec. 7, 1877; ex­ 
alted to the Royal Arch degrees at 
Alvord Feb. 2, 1902, and greeted a 
Royal and Select Mason at the same 
time; was dubbed 
and 
created a 
Knight of the I lustrous Order of the 
Red Cross at Jacksboro on the 17th 
day of Sept. 1903, and was created a 
Knight Templar and Knight of Malta 
on the 16th day of Sept. 
190.1. 
He 
was devoted to the fraternity and 
practiced the tenets of the order and 
lived on the square. 
He has been 
called from labor in the terrestial 
lodge below to the celestial above, 
being prepared to become a part of 
that Great Temple above in his walks 
here below he stands to be judged 
by Him who became the Chief Stone 
of the corner, though by the builders 
rejected. 
On August 16, I Biti, at 12:30 p. rn.

terson to his fitting place and his 
spirit returned to God who gave it.
